SENATOR LANB: Ye s , Nr . Pre si d e n t and members, I B 285 i s a
rather extensive bill which is b rought about b ecause of a
federal law change in 1986 mandating certain t hings ha p pen i n
the states in regard to commercial drivers' licenses. The
p roblem has been pr imar i l y , and I'm sympathetic to this solut i on
to this problem, is that commercial truck drivers h ave b e e n
a busing t he pr i v i l eg e of drivers' licenses in various s tates .
I f t h e y ge t i n tr oub le w i t h t he i r l i cens e in one state, they
merely use the license in another state. So t h e federal
government said, in effect, that this can no longer happen. So
this will result with a time line down the road a few years,
will mean that al' states will comply to a significant degree to
the federal edict and pass somewhat simi l a r l egi s l a t i on . The
committee amendments are r ather ex t ens i v e . T hey are r a t h e r
te=hnical. They are in your book. I'm not sure if I should go
through them point by p o i n t , but I wou l d j ust a t t h i s poi nt
suggest that a lot of time and effort has gone into the bill and
that Nike Hybl in my office has s pent much, m u c h t ime i n t he
last two years and has actually become pretty much of a nat.' anal
expert in this area. So I would at this point merely ask that
the committee amendments be adopted, then we' ll discuss the bill
to a greater extent.
